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Faculty  and  Department  Notes 

Professor  Chassar  Moir,  head  of  the  Department  of  Obstetrics,  Oxford  University, 
who  has  been  at  Queen’s  University  on  exchange,  visited  the  Department  of  Obstetrics 
and  Gynaecology.
